| This lessoy may be summed up in 
two great truths, His humiliation and 
‘His compus4jon for the blind. Bota 
jJames and Jonn and their mother 
{were as truly blind as the blind men 
|by the wayside, though not in the 
same measuke or in the same_ way. 
!The men by the wayside were blind to 
|things tempoyal, the others in a great 
|measure to things eternal. Again fcr 
\the third or ttourth time Jesus, on H.s 
way to Jerugalem tor the last time, 
|predicts His death und resurrection, 
‘events whiclt were ever before Him, 
\for He was 4et apart for this before 
the foundatian of the world (I Pet. i, 
20). Both im the law, the prophets 
and the psalma it was many times pre- 
dicted and typified of Him from the 
time when He Himself provided _re- 
demption clothing for Adam and Eve 
by the shedding of blood (Gen. iii, 
21). And afier His resurrection He 
specially opemed these very Scriptures 
to His disciplea (Luke xxiv, 25-27, 44- 
48). But until the Spirit came at 
Pentecost to dwell in them they did 
not seem able to receive the teaching. 
It is one thiny to have the Lord Jesus 
Christ as ou* teacher, and ‘Who 
teacheth like Him ’’ (Job xxxvi, 22), 
but it is necéssary to have His Holy 
Spirit in us in order that the truth 
may grasp us in power and be lived 
out in us. We must remember that 
the sufferings: preceue the glory, but 
if we suffer with Him we shall be 
glorified together, The greater part of 
this lesson is found in Matthew and 
Mark, but the first portion, which we 
are now considering, is found in Luke 
lalso. The acvount by Mark is the 
most full, and he tells us that the dis- 
}ciples were almazed and afraid. We 
|also will often, be amazed and afraid 
jat many things unless filled with and 
taught by the Spirit. Luke says they 
understood noue of these things (Luke 
xviii, 34). 

The request of James and John, 
either directly or through their 
| mother, or both, that they might sit 
on His right and left hand in His 
kingdom led ta His question, ‘‘Are ye 
able to drink of the cup and be bap- 
tized with the baptism ” ‘‘Yes,” they 
suid, “we are yble.” Poor humanity ! 
How little we understand it! Things. 
heavenly are st far beyond us, and as 
to our own héfrts they are deceitful 
and desperately wicked. But He who 
knows us thoroughly loves us in spite 
{of all our, weakness and wickedness. 
and is able ani willing to make new 
creatures of us jf we will but let Him. 
Again He teacls that humility is true 
| greatness and fthat even He, ‘the Son 
jof Man, came, not to be ministered 
;unto, but to miister, and to give His 
life a ransom {fr many” (verse 28). It 
is written in Psalm xlix, 6, 7, “They 
that trust in their wealth and boast 
themselyes in the multitude ,of their 
riches—none of them can by any 
means redgem his brother, nor give to 
God a ransom fot him.” But it is also 
written in Job xxxiii, 24, ‘Deliver 
him from going down to the pit; I 
have found « rmnsom.” And again in 
I Tim. ii, 5, 6, “The man Christ Jesus 
geve Himself a transom for all, to be 
testified in dum time.” His great 
atonement is stfficient for the whole 
world, but it hheeomes efficient only 
for those who tfuly recsive Him. It is: 
tae He that hsth the Son who hath 
| life. 

In order thatt He might become a 
ransom for our sins He humbled Him- 
self from heaven, irom the glory 
) which He had with the Father before 
the world was, to Bethlehem and Naz- 
jareth and ‘Gethsemane and Calvary. 
| He who had no.sin and knew no sin 
jhumbled Himself to bear our sins and 
suffer for them jn our stead. He was 
}made sin for us that we might be 
| made the righteQusness of God in Him 
(II Cor. v, 21). We can write it, read 
it, talk about it, but we cannot com- 
|prehend it. H# does not ask us to, 
|but He does ask us sd to believe it 
; that we shall in gratitude to Him live: 
9 life of ministry unto Him in what- 
ever way He may appoint—not think-. 
ing anything of ourselves or seeking 
‘anything for ourselves, but living just 
to show Him ta others by a life of 
loving ministry. 
| According to Matthew He healed 
{two blind men gs He departed from 
Jericho, and Mairk gives the name of 
one as Bartimaeys, Matthew's two in- 
; cluded Mark's ome, so there is no dis-- 
crepancy in thése accounts, Luke 
{says in chapter xviii, 35-43, that He 
healed a blind man as He _ entered 
Jericho and them adds in xix, 1, that 
He entered amd passed through 
| Jericho, visiting ‘the nome of Zaccheus 
‘as He passed through. It seems plain,. 
then, that He healed three blind men, 
‘one as He entered’ Jericho and two as 
He left it, going om toward Jerusalem, 
| There is nothing here to reconcile, but 
{just room for simple faith and grati- 
tude that three im#tead of two were so 
blessed and that. Zaccheus was saved 
as He passed through. Considering 
the record by Mutthew, note the cry 
of these men which could not be 
stopped as they heard that their op- 
|portunity had come, They had heard.

When the reports of the suf- 
ferings of the troops in the Crimea 
reached England, she sailed with a 
band or trained nurses for Scutaria, 
where she toiled until the British 
troops left the town in July, 1856.

Fall wheat is grown chiefly in On- 
tario and its eondition for all Canada 
hus been reduced by a relatively poor 
jcrop in Alberta compared with condi. 
tions at the same time last year. It is 
84.63 to 76.53; rye is 85.20 in 1910 to 
81.84 in 1909; peas 81,70 to 87; buck- 
wheat 87.64 to 86.15; mixed grains 
99.91 to 87.23; beans 84.43 to 83.33; 
potatoes 81 to 92; hay and clover 90,87 
to 73.79; corn for husking 84.30 to 
82.86. and corn for foider 89.76 to 83. 
These crops, which are mainly grown 
in the east, show a high average of 
condition, affected only by a slight 
degree by reports from the west. 

‘The average condition of spring 
wheat is 77 for 910 to 84.57 for 1909, 
and of oats 79.57 to 87.78 for all Can- 
ada, which is substantially lower than 
the averages for the eust. 

In the three northwest provinces 
the condition of spring wheat is 62, of 
oats 58.62 and of barley 63.60.
